Brecher Praises UN Congo Role

"There is no doubt whatsoever, 
in my mind t)ial - without the 
military and technological person- 
nel of the United Nations, chaos 
would have resulted in the 
Congo"," Professor Michael Brech- 
er told a meeting of the UN Club 
yseterday. 

Brecher, professor in the De- 
partment of Economies and Poli- 
tical Science, told over 100 stud- 
ents who crowded into Arts W20 
thai he would "speak boldly". He 
added that their, number in - {Iself 
was a tribute to the.UN and to a 
. growing interest in -international 

* affairs. 

Ho termed the recent Security 
Coujicil resolution cmpoweWng 
the UN to use force, within the 
boundaries of the Congo "a 
triumph fur the UN and an In- 
direct^victoryifor Secretary-Gene- 
ral Hainmerslcjold". 

Brecher declared/ "This reso- 
lution shows the emergence-of a 
s<tber, mature response by the 
newly 'independent states of 
Africa to the facts of interna- 
tional power politics. It also in- 
dicates their awareness that their 
real protection lies not with K.i3t 
or West, but with the United 
Nations." 

SHOWDOWN 

The present situation in the 
Congo, be summarized, is "a show- 
down between the -UN as the ins- 
' tituUonal expression of the world 
community and the conglomera- 
tion, ot forces in. the Congo fa* 

• vouring disruption, led by. Katan- 
ga's Premier, Hoise Tshombe','. . 

The former Belgian Congo has 
been split up, he said, Into six pro- 
vinces. Only one of tliese exerci- 
ses effeclive control over its sub- 
jects, tlie Belgium-supported gov- 
ernment of Katanga; - 
lliere are also- five separate ar- 
-I'- ^mies in the Cong6, one of them 
.f' vtlie.UN emergency force. Soon, he 
ijM.^said, there wlll'be ainon-wbiteUN 
if8i(army in the Congo,': and added 
■ '"A United Nations force can worlc 
best if it consists of African troops 
under the aegis of ^ the UN." ' 
All o£ the parties iayolved are 



responsible, Brecher said, "with 
greater or lesser gradation of res- 
ponsibility". 

He called Belgium the most re- 
prehensible of tlie non-Congo part- 
icipants, and declared "llic basic 
issue is that the people of the 
Congo were not prepared to exer- 
cise independence*';; f There/, was 
not one doctor, lawyer, 'or' resipon- 
sible army officer among its peo- 
ple on June 30,. I'JGO". 

"In light of this, Belsium left 
too soon. It was obvious last .lune 
that when the Belgians left a mea- 
sure of chaos would come." Bel- 
gium was wrong also, he claims, 
to "aid and abet" Ithe secession of 
Katanga. 

VIOLATION 

furthermore, he .staled, since 
September there has- been a re- 
turn of Belgian army officials 
and technicians "which violates 
the intentions of the UN and its 
mandate. 

In this connection, he remark- 
ed that "It is a reasonable spe- 
culation that Patrice I.unuimtia 
was not killed in the way des- 
cribed in the Katanga commu- 
niqué." . .> • 

The USSR, he claimed, has 
shoVvn from .its behaviour in.the 
Cohgo'that it conslders'it legiti- 
mate to live in "peaceful coex- 
istence" with the West and still 
compete with it in "open- coun- 
try". . _ . 

But by altempting to' under- 
mine the UN, tne Soviet Union 
has last the support of the un- 
committed countries. "The 
USSR, has failed and Jailed bad- 
ly", he stated.

' COLD WAR -j 

The US. ha claimed, isTrespon- 
sible for bringing the Cold War 
to the Congo by -branding Lu- 
nîumba a Communist on flimsy 
evidence and supporting Kasa- 
vubu, who usurped Lumumba's 
constitutional power. 

The United Slates, he charged, 
did not have enough Subtlety to 
stay out of the Congo. Instead,

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The Minimum Requirement 

Yesterday, the President of the Students' Society 
announced that a referendum will be held in conjunc- 
tion with the forthcoming student government elec- 
tions. This referendum has been called to find out if 
the students of McGili wish to have the 65 percent mi- 
nimum academic standard for key campus posts 
written into the S.E.C. constitution. Students will 
recall that the Daily steadfastly supported the idea 
of such a minimum standard in a front page editorial 
last October. 

Also during October the S.E.C. passed a resolu- 
tion setting out the terms of reference for such a 
standard at McGill. Late in November an open meet- 
ing of the Students' Society,waa held in order to adopt- 
the resolution into the constitution. In view of the 
poor turnout at "the meeting (the required quorum of 
300 students was not obtained), it was assumed that 
the student body «pprovcd of the minimum standard 
and it. was adopted as de facto law pending later in- 
corporation into thé constitution. A second open meet- 
ing of the Students' Society was held only two days ago 
and again no criticism of the minimum requirement 
was 'voiced. 

Yesterday two law students circulated a petition 
decrying the unconstitutionality of thé" minimum 
standard regulation as presently enforced by the 
S.E.C. The point made in this petition is unquestiona- . 
bly valid and moreover it reflectis a healthy interest 
in our constitution all too rare at McGill. Nevei-yielesa 
the minimum standard requirement has already re- 
ceived tacit and overt approval from the student body. 
It would be unfortunate indeed if the legal issue now 
raised caused the requirement to be banned. We there- 
fore advocate that all students vote in favour of making 
the standard constitutional in the i-eferendum.

In the case 
at issue, it would be preposter- 
ous to find any identities in the 
individual characteristics and 
bacltitround of Lumumba and- 

• Lincbln. The essence of the 
comparison was that' both Lu- 
mumba and Liiicoln stood for 
the symbol of national unity 
at one of the most critical 

■periods of their countries' his- 
tory.

■This is a trat-csly of the tiniUi. 
There .was never any sugge.stion 
from an African student • that 
tlicy .should stage a demonstra- 
tion bccauM there were dcnwns- 
trations elsewhere. As a matter 
of fact, tlie African Students de- 
cided, tlicir demonstration immc- 
diateiy after the> news of Lu- 
mumba's ^deatli was announced, 
and that decision was by no 
means influenced :by.'news of de- 
monstrations elscwlierej With re- 
gard to the demonstration in 
the UN.it is pertinent to point 
out tli.nt some African Student 
m.nrchers were informed on ttieir 
way to the U.S. Consulate by an 
interested motorist who picHed 
the news on his radio. The fact 
then emerges that both events 
occurred simultaneously without 
one taking Iho . cue - from (he 
other. Jt would be wisc^or who- 
ever wrote that letter to realize 
that parallelism in time does not 
necessarily suggest cause and 
effect. Furlliennore the implica- 
tion that African Students could 
not think for themselves is 
to be regretted. 



~ The statement that assaults by 
Congolese ''were confirmed by. 
couita of inquiry'' needs further 
confirmation! If is, intéresUng 
that reference was. ' made (» 
"courts of inquiry" rather than 
(o "courts of trial". 

The fact of (be matter is' 
that the Belgians made sure that 
there would be no courts ifi 
the Congo (o crack down on 
thcif criminal activiiies. Was 
Mobutu' not expecting a judge 
from the UN to try Lumumba ? 
Could Tshombé afford the bare 
necessity of a court to try Lu- 
mumba even on trumped up 
charges? Indeed, if the Belgians 
had not destroyed the Judiciary, 
-murderers like .Mobutu, Kasavu- 
bu and Tshombé would have 
earned their d e s e r t s -at the 
hangman's hands. 

It is true that the Belgians 
gave back the Congolese their 
independence, but it was a res- 
torauon with a difference — 
and a mightv difference at that. 
The colonial powers of France 
and Britain' left their former 
territories in Africa (with the 
exception of one) without bit 
tcrncss on both sides. Not so 
with the Belgians. After -sixty 
years of barbaric activities 
against (he Congolese, after 
six(y years^of milking the Congo 
of its wealth, their capacity for 
greed remained unsatisfied. The 
(ru(h is, they derived twenty 
percent of their national revc 
nue from the Congo, and they 
could not easily afford to lose 
this. 

Witness the recent strikes in 
Belgium. Thev were, of course, 
joined by others in the grand 
thievery. Thus it was arranged 
that independence would be gi 
ven in such a state of affairs 
(hat a virtual collapse of autho- 
rity would give.tbe Belgians (he 
pre(ext to's(age a come-back at 
the invitation of Lumumba. Of 
course, Lumumba showed cou 
rage and made it clear (o the 
Belgians that even in the worst 
of circumstances, be would in 
vite (he 'devil rather than the 
Belgians.

An exliilai ating comedy, an unabashed melodiàma and a cerebr»! fantasy were 
the tiiree plays unveiled by the Pla^-ers' Club at the opening of Expérimentais '61 
last night, . • * ■ 



NeU Midden's "The Bsrd" wai 
the best by far of the three stu- 
dent-written pliys, both for script 
and presentation. Well worth the 
admission price of ■ dollar by 
itself, it is a subtle yet uproa- 
riously funny satire on dramatic 
style contrasting the courtly fop- 
pishness of Elizabethan states 
with ^ the aaturalism o{ "The 
Method". 

The plays are performed in the 
Walter M. Stewart Room of the 
Union with the audience sitting 
on three sides of the room sur- 
rounding the players. A particu- 
Inr type of realism and dramatic 
impact can be achieved by this 
familiarity, given a director with 
a fine sense of theatre and skil- 
led craftsmanship. 

"The Bard" had all this, and 
derived much of its success from 
Madden's direction. The play la- 
kes place in a rehearsal-hall so- 
mewhere three hundred years 
from now where' a group of 
players, who speak in finely enun- 
ciated' iambic pentameters and

CARABINS SOBER UP 

After a rude awakening the 
nieu el Or came back to finish 
the second period with a 31 lead. 
The Hcdmen hopes were quickly
